Edison Now Up 
For New Rates, 
Probably In March 


Tliie California P.ublic 
Jtilities Commission h a s 
lirected Southern California 
Cdison to make its next fuel 
idjustmcnt rate increase le- 
luost by formal a,pplicatlon 
ather than by advice letter. 

The PUC said it will sub- 
ect Eklison’s fuel offset re- 
juest to public hearings at 
vhich tile Federal ^energy 
iidministration and the 
itility’s fuel oil suppliers 
vill be expected to partici- 
late. 

Among the issn^ies to be 
•aised at. the hearings will 
je the reasonableness of 
fossil fuel prices and the 
'orecasts of sales and energy 
sources, the relationship be- 
:ween fuel clause revenues 
ind expnses on a recorded, 
iviorage year and pro.iected 
liasis, and the proiper factors 
to consider in developing oil 
prices. 

Since March, 1972, in the 
face of rapidly increasing 
fuel prices, the PUC has al¬ 
lowed Edison and other elec¬ 
tric utilities under its juris¬ 
diction to file for offsetting 
rate increases every three 
months by advice letter. 

Tliese advice letters have 
been thoroughly reviewed by 
the PUC staff, and fuel off¬ 
set increases have been par¬ 
tially granted by the PUC 
without public hearing. 

I,n a letter to Edison, the 
PUC directed the utility to 
file its next quarterly re¬ 
quest no later than Decem¬ 
ber 31 to allow the PUC staff 
and others t>nte to review it 
prior to hearings in January,

To Level A Trailer
